J. Russell Bruff, science in- 
structor, was named president of 
the Student Loan Fund commit- 
tee, at a meeting of trustees held 
Wednesday. Harold Yost, business 
manager for the city school sys- 
tem, was made secretary-treasur- 
er for the ensuing year, succeed- 
ing Director John H. McCoy. 

Name Trustee Group 

Other members of the trustee 
group are Miss Lillian Dickson, li- 
brarian, and Miss Agness Todd 
Miller, dean of women. 

Trustees indicated that money 
would be available for loans to 
students planning to continue 
their education next year, pro- 
viding applicants have high schol- 
astic rating and are candidates 
for graduation. 

Past Loans Made 

In discussing the matter of 
loans, McCoy said that applica- 
tions in past years had been ac- 
cepted from only those students 
who showed outstanding ability 
and had great promise of success 
in their chosen field. 

The Student Loan Fund was es- 
tablished in 1922 to aid students 
who had done outstanding work 
at jaysee and desired to complete 
their education at a four year 
college. More than 260 loans have 
been made during the 25 years 
the fund has been in existence.

rd Opposes Educational Bill 


Granted that state institutions of learning must be 


ate right to. protest any laws which would forbid 
us to learn freely and without restriction all that our in- 
structors have to teach us. 

e do not particularly object to a law which would 
force us to study the history and philosophy of our Con- 
stitution of the United States—to the contrary, we feel 
we must know these things which were conceived in the 
principles of freedom and @quality. 

. But we do feel that the very foundations upon which 
our democratic freedom as students is based is being 
threatened when a bill is introduced to our state legis- 
lature which would place into the hands of a few favor- 
ed assemblymen (or may we use the word “politicians”? ) 
the power to dictate what subjects are to be taught in 
our schools, and in what manner they are to be presented. 

There are many phases to these amendments which 
we, as students, do not sanction. We feel that they are 
degrading to our way of life; and an insult to our intel- 
lectual capacity to learn, and to profit by what we learn. 

We have only one solution. Place our educational 
welfare in the hands of educators, who are trained and 
equipped to deal with our problems. Do not restrict our 
learning so that we may learn only that which a few men 
say we should learn. We feel that we are not asking too 
much when we ask that our educational freedom is not 
taken away from us.—B.G.

It was as his company 
moved back to the rear in order 
to set-up headquarters that 
Johnny paid a sudden, high price 
for his second Purple Heart. In 
reference to it, he says matter-of- 
factly: “Three Japs in a ditch.

The three Japs 
quickly joined their ancestors, but 
Dean was hit in the right eye by 
fragments of the grenade neces- 
sitating its subsequent removal. 

By plane he was flown to San 
Diego for hospitalization. “. .. . 
there on Ward 135 North, was 
the cutest little Navy Nurse. One 
thing lead to another and now 
she’s the mother of little “Teddy” 
Dean.”’ 

Carrying one of the highest 
scholastic averages at jaysee, Dean 
is studying pre-law in preparation 
for law school at U.S.C. 


English Vicar Pans 
US College Morals
